W HEREAS it is expedient to provide for the better Distri- Preamble 
bution, Support, and Management of Medical Charities in 
Ireland : Be it enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Ma- 
jesty, by and with the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
5 Temporal, and Commons, in this present BtoKament assembled, and 

by the Authority of the same, That it shall: and may be lawful for Appointment 
the Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, by Warrant under his Hand, from °. f Commis ' 
Time to Time to appoint any competent Parsons,, not exceeding Health. 0 ' 
Three nor less than Two in Number, being Physicians on. Surgeons, 

10 who, with the Chief Secretary and Under Secretary to the Lord 
Lieutenant of Ireland, and the Chief Commissioner -.and Assistant 
Commissioner for administering the Laws for Relief of -.the Poor in 
Ireland, shall be Commissioners of Health for Ireland; and the J ;' 
Persons so appointed by Warrant as aforesaid shall hold Office 
15 during thePleasure of the Lord Lieutenant ; and on the Death, Resig- 
nation, or Removal of any of the Commissioners, the remain*? •; 
Commissioners shall have Power to act as if the Number were com- 
plete, until a Successor or Successors shall he appointed. 
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Such Ap- II. And. be it enacted, That Notice of the Appointment of such 
pomtment to p ers0 ns shall be published in the Dublin Gazette, and the Commis- 
in Gazette! sioners first constituted under this Act shall enter on their Office, and 
all the Powers and Authorities given to them by this Act shall take 
effect, on the Day after the first Publication of such Notice in the 5 
Powers of Dublin Gazette ; and such Powers and Authorities may be executed

than Four of the said Commissioners. 



Appointment III. And be it enacted, That the Commissioners of Health may 
of Inspec- fr om Time to Time, subject to the Approval of the Lord Lieutenant, 
appoint so many fit Persons, not exceeding Four, as the Lords Com- 
missioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury shall sanction, being Physicians 
or Surgeons, to be Inspectors to assist in carrying out the Provisions 20 
of this Act ; and, subject to the like Approval of the Lord Lieutenant, 
may remove all or any of the said Inspectors, and appoint others in 
their Place. " . 

Appointment IV. And be it enacted, That it shall and may be lawful for the 
of Secretary. Lord Lieutenant of Ireland to appoint a Secretary to the said Com- 25 
missioners, and from Time to Time, to remove such Secretary, and 
appoiut another in his Place. 

Appointment V. And be it enacted, That the said Commissioners of Health 
of Clerks, &C. an £ may f rom Time to Time appoint so many Clerks, Mes- 
sengers, and Servants as shall be allowed by the Commissioners of 30 
Her Majesty’s Treasury ; and the several Persons so appointed shall 
hold their Offices during the Pleasure of the said Commissioners of 
Health. 

Salaries of VI. And be it enacted, That One of the Persons appointed by 
OneCommis- Warrant as aforesaid to the Office of Commissioner, and also the 35 
of the Secre. Secretary, Inspectors, Clerics, Messengers, and Servants to the said 
tar y, Clerks, Commissioners, shall receive such Salaries as shall be from Time to 
paid from Time appointed by the Commissioners of Her Majesty's Treasury , to 
the Consoli- l e paid out of the Consolidated Fund of the United Kingdom of Great 
dated Fund, and Ireland.

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VII. And be it enacted, That the said Commissioners of Health Dispensary 
shall, with all reasonable Despatch after their 'Appointment, divide be 

each Union in Ireland into so many Dispensary Districts, having each Union; 
regard to the Extent and Population of such Districts, as may Seal Relief" 
5 appear necessaiy, and at any Time thereafter may alter such Districts, Salaries, &c. 
but so nevertheless that no Electoral Division formed under the Acts ^'p^ rsed 
for the more effectual Relief of the destitute Poor shall be divided ; Rates, 
and .all such Districts shall be subject to the Approbation of the 
Lord Lieutenant ; and the Commissioners shall from Time to Time 
10 declare such Districts by any Order under their Seal, and shall send 
the same to the Guardians of such Union ; and from and after a 
certain Day, to be named in any such Order, the Cost of all Medical 
Relief afforded within each such Dispensary District to which such 
Order shall relate, together with all Salaries and Charges incidental 
15 to the same, shall be charged on the Poor Rates of the Electoral 
Division or Divisions comprised therein according to the net annual 
Value of each such Division under the Poor Law Valuation in force 
for the Time being ; and the said Commissioners shall declare in 
such Order the Number, Qualifications, and Salaries of the Officers 
20 to be appointed for the Service of each such Dispensary District, and 
shall likewise declare in the said Order the Number of Persons who 
shall be Members of the Committee of Management of such District 
as herein-after is provided. 

VIII. And be it enacted, That within One Month after the Receipt Dispensary 
25 of the said Order the Guardians of the Union shall elect, if necessary, Committfie ‘ 

a sufficient Number of Rate-payers resident in each District, and liable 
to pay Poor Rates in respect of Property therein of the net annual 
Value of Thirty Pounds at the least, who, together with the ex-officio 
and elected Guardians of the Poor resident therein, shall be a Com- 
30 mittee for the Management of the Dispensary of such District, so that 
the Number of the Members of the said Committee shall amount to 
the Number named in the Order of the said Commissioners, and shall 
from Time to Time fill any Vacancies occurring after any General 
Election of such Committee ; and the Committee so appointed shall 
35 hold Office until the Appointment of a new Committee after the next 
annual Election of Guardians in the said Union ; and at the first 
Meeting of the Guardians after such annual Election, or as soon 
thereafter as conveniently may be, the Committee of Management 
for the said Dispensary District shall be appointed in like Manner for 
40 the ensuing Year. 

IX. And be it enacted, That the Guardians of the Union shall, as Guardians 
soon after Receipt of the said Order as conveniently may be, provide Medicine 6 

a House, Building, Room or Rooms, to be used as a Dispensary or &<>., and ap-

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Office for the Medical Attendant of each such District, and for the 
Meetings of the Committee of Management, and shall provide such 
Medicines and Medical Appliances as may be necessary for the 
Medical Relief of the Poor in the said District, and shall appoint 
from Time to Time as they shall be directed by the said Commis- 5 
sioners, but not otherwise, One or more Medical Officers of the said 
District, with such Qualifications and Salaries as the said Commis- 
sioners shall determine ; and it shall be lawful for the said Commis- 
sioners, either with or without Complaint from the said Committee, or 
from the Board of Guardians of the said Union, to remove any such 10 
Medical Officer on sufficient Grounds, and to direct the Guardians 
of the Union to appoint another Medical Officer in his Stead ; and 
on Failure of the said Guardians to appoint a Medical Officer of 
such Dispensary District for One Month after the Receipt of the 
Direction of the said Commissioners, it shall be lawful for the said 15 
Commissioners to appoint such Medical Officer by an Order under 
their Seal. 

X. And be it enacted, That every Member of such Dispensary 
Committee, and every Relieving Officer and Warden acting for an 
Electoral Division included in such Dispensary District, shall have 20 
Power to afford Medical Relief by the Issue of a Ticket for Medicine 
and Advice, or a Ticket, in such Form as the said Commissioners 
shall prescribe, addressed to the Medical Attendant of the District, 
directing him £0 attend any poor Person resident therein ; and it shall 

be the Duty of the Medical Attendant to afford such Medicine and 25 
Advice, or to attend such poor Person, as thereby directed : Provided 
always,, that if any Person who shall obtain a Ticket for Medical 
Attendance from any Relieving Officer or Warden, or from any Mem- 
ber of the Committee, shall, at the next or any subsequent Meeting 
of the Committee after the Issue of the Ticket, be declared by a 30 
Majority of the Members then present not to be a fit Object for 
Dispensary Relief, the Ticket shall be cancelled, and the Holder 
thereof disentitled to further Relief. 

XI. And be it enacted, That from and after the Publication in the 
Gazette as aforesaid of the Appointment of the said Commissioners, 35 
all Infirmaries, Fever Hospitals, and other Buildings used for the Pur- 
poses of Medical Relief in Ireland, except Infirmaries and Fever Hos- 
pitals used as Part of and in immediate Connexion with the Work- 
houses of Unions, shall be subject to the Authority of the said 
Commissioners of Health, who shall be required to apply the same to 40 
the Purposes of. this Act in such Manner as the Lord Lieutenant of 
Ireland shall by Warrant under his Hand from Time to Time direct 

or approve : Provided always, that no Infirmary, Hospital, or other 

Medical 
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Medical Institution which from and after the passing of this Act shall 
be supported by private Subscription, Bequests, or other Property 
belonging to such Institution, shall be subject to the Provisions of 
this Act, save as to such Inspection as herein-after provided, and that 
5 no such Institutions so excepted from the Provisions of this Act as 
aforesaid shall, from and after the passing of this Act , be entitled 
to any Support from Poor Rates or from any County Cess, anything 
in any Statute to the contrary notwithstanding. 

XII. And be it enacted, That the said Commissioners shall, as soon 
10 as conveniently may be after their Appointment as aforesaid, make and 

declare, by Order from Time to Time under Seal, subject to the 
Approbation of the Lord Lieutenant, such Hospital Districts as they 
shall think it fit and expedient so to make and to declare, preserving 
the Boundaries of Electoral Divisions, and at any Time thereafter 
15 may, subject to like Approbation, alter such Districts, and may 
appropriate to the Use of each such District any Building or 
Buildings situate therein which shall, as herein-before provided, be under 
the Authority of the said Commissioners of Health, and shall declare 
by their Order from Time to Time the Purposes for which each such 
20 Building shall thereafter be used and applied, and shall likewise fix by 
Order from Time to Time the Number, Qualifications, Duties, and 
Salaries of the Medical Officers, and other Officers, if any, to be . ap- 
pointed for the Service of each such Hospital District, and shall like- 
wise fix by Order from Time to Time the Number of the Governors of 
25 such Hospital District, and the Proportion to be appointed by the Guar- 
dians of any Union, any Part whereof shall be situate in such District: 
Provided always, that nothing herein contained shall prevent the said 
Commissioners from including the same Electoral Division in more 
than One Hospital District for distinct and separate Purposes, if they 
30 shall find it expedient to do so. 

XIII. And be it enacted, That from and after a Day certain, to be 
fixed in the Order declaring any such Hospital District, the Cost of 
all Relief afforded within any Building used for the Service of such 
District, and all Salaries and other Charges incidental thereto, in- 

35 eluding all necessary Alteration, Repairs, and Maintenance of the 
said Buildings, shall be charged on the Poor Rates of the Electoral 
Divisions situate within such District, according to the net annual 
Value thereof under the Poor Law^ Valuation in ioree for the Time 
being, that is to say, the' net annual Value thereof as used in the 
40 Rate last made on each such Division before the Date of the Estimate 
to be made as herein-after is provided.

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XIV. And be it enacted, That a Copy of every Order declaring 
any such Hospital District shall be sent by the said Commissioners 
to the Guardians of the Union comprising any Electoral Division or 
Divisions included in such District ; and the said Guardians shall 
from Time to Time thereafter make Provision in the Rates of every 5 
such Electoral Division for defraying its Share of the Cost incurred 
for the Service of such District, according to the Estimates to be 
made as herein-after is provided. 

XV. And be it enacted, That within One Month after the Receipt 

of such Order the Guardians of each Union comprising any Part of 10 
the said Hospital District shall elect the Governors of the said 
District in the Proportions fixed by the said Order, and shall from 
Time to Time fill any individual Vacaucies occurring after any 
General Election of such Board of Governors ; and the Board of 
Governors so appointed shall hold Office until the Completion of the 15 
Appointment of such Board after the next annual Election of Guar- 
dians in the said Unions ; and at the first Meeting of the Guardiaus 
of each such Union after such annual Election, or as soon thereafter 
as conveniently may be, the Guardians shall elect Governors of the 
said District in the like Proportions for the Year ensuing : Provided 20 
that no Person shall be elected a Governor of the said District who 
shall not, ^dthaj aQ.^s.^fi&cio , or , elected Guardian of, the . Union 
from which he shall he elected, or a Rate-payer resident in such 
Hospital District liable to pay Poor Rates in respect of Property 
whereof the net annual Value, ascertained as aforesaid, shall be at 25 
least Fifty Pounds : Provided also, that every Life Governor of any 
Infirmary or Fever Hospital which shall be used for the Service of such 
Hospital District shall be ex-officio a Governor of such District. 

XVI. And be it enacted, That the Governors of every such 
Hospital District shall be a Body Corporate, and have perpetual 30 
Succession and a Common Seal, and shall sue and be sued, plead 

and be impleaded, by the Name of “ Governors of the - 

Hospital District and all such Buildings situate in such District as 
shall be under the Authority of the said Commissioners of Health as 
aforesaid, and shall he applied by them, under the Direction or 35 
Approval of the Lord Lieutenant, to the Purposes of this Act, and all 
Lands, Tenements, and Hereditaments, and Real Property and 
Chattels Real, belonging thereto, shall vest in the said Governors for 
the Time being, according to the Nature and Quality, Estate and 
Interest, of and in the same Premises respectively, and subject to 40 
the Debts, Charges, and Incumbrances affecting the same.

40 have Power to afford Medical Relief to any poor Person, being a fit 
Object for sach Relief, by giving him or her a Ticket, in such Form 
as the said Commissioners shall prescribe, directing the Admission of 
such Person into some Hospital of such District appropriated to the

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Reception and Treatment of Persons suffering under the Description 
of Disease or bodily Injury under which the Person seeking such 
Relief shall then he suffering ; provided that if at the next or any 
subsequent Meeting of the Governors after the Admission of such 
Person, the Majority of the Governors present shall determine that 5 
he is not a fit Object for such Relief, they shall have Power, if they 
see fit, to discharge him from such Hospital ; and it shall be lawful, 
in any Case of sudden and urgent Necessity, for the Medical or other 
Officer in charge of any such Hospital to receive into it any Person 
appearing to be a fit Object for Medical Relief therein, subject to the 10 
further Direction of the Governors at their next Meeting 

XX. And be it enacted, That immediately after the first Appoint- 
ment of such’ Governors as aforesaid the said Governors shall meet 
and prepare, in such Form as the Commissioners of Health shall pre- 
scribe, an Estimate of the Cost of providing for the Service of such 15 
Hospital District to the Twenty- fifth Day of March or the Twenty- 
ninth Day of September then next following, as the Case may be, 
and at least One Month before each of the aforesaid Days in every 
Year shall prepare and complete a similar Estimate for the Half Year 
commencing from and after the one or the other of the said Days, as 20 
the Case may be, and shall transmit all such Estimates to the Com-

shall declare therein the Proportion payable on account of each such 
Electoral Division to the Governors of the said District ; and the 
Guardians shall from Time to Time make Provision for the Payment 
thereof from the Poor Rates of such Electoral Division or Divisions, 
and shall direct Payment of the same by the Treasurer of the 35 
respective Union to the Treasurer of the Governors of such Hospital 
District by Six equal monthly Instalments, the first of which Instal- 
ments shall be payable in One Month after the Receipt by the Guar- 
dians of such Estimate so certified and transmitted as aforesaid. 

XXI. And be it enacted, That from and after the Day to be named 40 
as aforesaid in the Order of the said Commissioners of Health 
declaring any Dispensary District, all Provision now made by Law 
f° r , affording Dispensary Relief from Poor Rate, or by means of

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Presentment from the County Cess, shall, except for the Purpose 
of defraying Expenses incurred before such Date, cease as to the 
Baronies or Portions of Baronies included in such Dispensary Dis- 
tricts ; and that from and after the Day to be named as aforesaid 
5 in the Order of the said Commissioners declaring an Hospital 
District, all Provision now made by Law for the Support of any 
Hospital included in such Hospital District, either from County Cess, 

Poor Bate, or Parliamentary Grant, shall, except for the Purpose of 
defraying Expenses incurred before such Date, cease ; and all Funds 
10 arising for the Support of such Institutions from Bequests shall be 
applied to the Support thereof according to the Trusts on which such 
Bequests were granted, subject nevertheless to the Powers herein given 
to the said Commissioners of Health to form Districts for Hospital 
Relief, and to appropriate Buildings situate therein to the Service of .. 

15 such District, in such Manner as the Lord Lieutenant of Ireland shall 
direct or approve : Provided nevertheless, that where, under the Pro. 
visions of an Act of the Parliament of Ireland passed in the Fifth

20 “ in this Kingdom," any Allowance or Stipend is now payable to 
any Officer of a County Infirmary or other Medical Institution which 
shall be subject to the Provisions of this Act, such respective 
Allowance or Stipend shall not cease to be payable under the Pro- 
visions of the said Act, until the Person holding such Office at the 
25 Time of the passing of this Act shall wholly cease to hold such 
Office, but such Allowance or Stipend shall thenceforth cease to be 
payable to such Infirmary or Medical Institution respectively under 
the Provisions of the said Act. 

XXII. And be it enacted, That the Accounts of the Governors of Accounts of 
30 each Hospital District shall be kept in such Manner as the said Commis- H“ S P M 
sioners of Health shall by Order under their Seal from Time to Time Dls!ra,s ' 
prescribe, and shall be made up to Twenty-fifth Day of March and 
Twenty-ninth Day of September in each Year ; and the respective Audit of 
Auditors of Poor Law Unions in Ireland shall audit such Accounts Accounts. 

35 and shall allow or disallow all Payments therein specified which have 
been illegally made, or which are contrary to the Buies and Regula- 
tions made by the said Commissioners as herein-after provided, and 
shall recover all Sums disallowed, in and by the same Ways and Means 
as are given for the Recovery of Sums disallowed by the Auditor in 
40 the Accounts of .

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Person concerned in the providing, ordering, Management, Control, 
or Direction of the Medical Relief of the Poor in any Dispensary 
District or Hospital District, shall, either in his own Name, or in the 
Name of any other Person, provide, furnish, or supply for his own 
Profit any Medicines, Instruments, Furniture, or Goods for the Use 5 
of any Dispensary or Hospital in any District for which he shall act 
in such Capacity during the Time for which he shall retain such Office, 
nor shall during such Time be interested, directly or indirectly, in 
any Contract relating thereto, under pain of forfeiting the Sum of 
Fifty Pounds, with the full Costs of Suit, to any Person who shall 10 
sue for the same by Action of Debt or on the Case in any of Her 
Majesty’s Courts of Record at Dublin. 

XXIV. And be it enacted, That the said Commissioners shall and 
may, and they are hereby directed, with all reasonable Despatch after 
their Appointment, to frame Rules and Regulations for the Govern- 15 
ment of each Dispensary District and Hospital District, and for the 
Guidance and Control of the Guardians, the Committees of Manage, 
ment, and Governors, and the several Officers to be appointed in 
connexion therewith respectively, and shall be empowered to alter or 
revoke such Rules and Regulations, and make such new Rules and 20 
Regulations, from Time to Time as they may think fit. 

XX VI And be it enacted. That the Medical Attendant of every 
Dispensary District constituted under this Act shall and he is hereby 
required to vaccinate all Persons who may come to him for that Pur- 
pose, subject to such Regulations as may be issued by the Commis- 25 
sioners of Health in that Behalf, and which Regulations the said Com- 
missioners are hereby required to make and issue. 

XXVI. And be it enacted, That when, on the Formation of any 
District under the Provisions of this Act, a duly qualified Medical

and when Two or more duly qualified Medical Practitioners shall be 
circumstanced as aforesaid, it shall be lawful for the said Commis- 
sioners of Health, having regard to their respective Residences as 
rforesmd, to nominate such Persons, or any of them, as the Persons 40 
from whom a Selection shall be made for a Medical Officer, under the 
Provisions of this Act, by the Parties entitled to appoint to such Office.
